It will be considered by 
the county council’s plan¬ 
ning and regulatory com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, 
March 1 in Worcester — 
and will be webcast for 
live online viewing.

Damage 
fears 
on new 
Tesco 

A RESIDENT opposite 
the proposed new Tesco 
supermarket in Stour¬ 
port has expressed 
serious concerns that her 
home will be damaged 
during its construction. 

Sandra Crawford, of 
Severn Road, was asked 
to fill out a property 
survey in case anything 
happens during the 
development of the store. 

Plans for the building 
were recommended for 
approval by Wyre Forest 
District Council earlier 
this month. 

Tesco says the survey 
is standard practice, but 
Mrs Crawford was “very, 
very concerned” with the 
planned store only yards 
from her home. 

She also said the 
council had ignored resi¬ 
dents’ fears. 

Vibration 

The new supermarket 
will be built on the 
former Carpets of Worth 
factory site. 

Mrs Crawford said: 
“The position of our 
house is such that we get 
a lot of vibration from 
works across the road. 

“When Carpets of 
Worth was demolished 
some parts were shaking 
at times. 

“I’m very, very con¬ 
cerned that something 
will happen.” 

Mrs Crawford, a 
Severn Road resident for 
30 years, said people in 
the street had voiced 
their concerns about the 
proposals to no avail. 

Councillor Stephen 
Clee, cabinet member for 
planning and economic 
regeneration at Wyre 
Forest District Council, 
said the layout, scale, 
appearance, landscap¬ 
ing, siting and access had 
all been considered and 
approved. Neighbours 
were consulted by letter 
and there was a three- 
day public exhibition 
held in Stourport by 
Tesco to get residents’ 
views, he added.

New appeal for help as 
husband fights cancer 


A BRAVE Kidderminster man who was given only weeks to live is still 
fighting a rare form of cancer more than six months later - but says a 
“revolutionary” treatment is his last hope. 

Friends of Paul Grubb have launched a campaign to pay for the treatment, 
available only in Germany. So far they have generated £3,000 from discos, 
quizzes and pool tournaments — and are now appealing for more help. 

Last June Mr Grubb was diag¬ 
nosed with advanced cholangiocar- 
cinoma and given only weeks to 
live. The Gorter Model of treat¬ 
ment combines traditional cancer 
therapy with a new treatment that 
tries to build up the immune 
system. 

Mr Grubb, aged 36, has under¬ 
gone gruelling hour-long treat¬ 
ment sessions in Germany where 
stents have been inserted into his 
liver. 

Loan 

Though the results of the treat¬ 
ment are unclear, Mr Grubb’s 
family say it is his “only hope”. 

He has already been given a two- 
month course at Medical Center 
Cologne, which he paid for by 
taking out a £10,000 loan. But he 
returned home after Christmas 
and does not know if he will be able 
to return. 

His wife Magda, aged 25, said: 
“We think the treatment was 
helping him but we ran out of 
money so we had to come home. 

“Paul is very weak at the 
moment and we don’t know if we 
will be able to go back. 

Shame 

“It is a shame because he has 
been doing so well and no-one 
thought he would last longer than 
a fortnight. 

“If we can raise any money we 
could go back.” 

Mr Grubb, of Baxter 
Gardens,Kidderminster, was diag¬ 
nosed only a month after his 
wedding to Magda.

Banned 
drinker 
in order 
breach 

A WOMAN who was the first 
to be barred from every pub 
in Britain fell off the wagon 
- just days before the airing 
of a television show about 
how she quit drinking. 

Laura Hall was issued with a 
Drinking Banning Order (DBO) 
by magistrates in Kiddermin¬ 
ster last April. 

But eight months later Hall, 
who appeared in a BBC3 pro¬ 
gramme this week about her 
struggle with alcohol, was found 
lying drunk in the road, say 
reports. 

She was fined £75 when she 
appeared at Worcester Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last week to admit 
being drunk and disorderly and 
breaching a two-year drinking 
banning order, the reports say. 

Progress 

The television programme fol¬ 
lowed her progress through a 
gruelling detox regime at a 
clinic in Portugal, after which 
she vowed to have given up 
drinking. 

In a magazine interview pub¬ 
licising the programme - Laura 
Hall: My Battle with Booze - the 
unemployed 21-year-old said: 
“Rehab has turned my life 
around. 

Cringe 

“I cringe at photos of me 
drinking now.” 

The banning order, lasting for 
two years, forbids her from 
drinking or buying alcohol in 
pubs, nightclubs, membership 
clubs or hotels. 

It also covers shops and off 
licences. 

The order also required Hall, 
of Tythe Barn Close, Stoke 
Heath, Bromsgrove, to under¬ 
take an approved course to 
tackle her alcohol-misuse 
issues.

Tributes paid to 
woman who died 
from pneumonia 


A 21-YEAR-OLD Kidder¬ 
minster woman died in bed 
from pneumonia less than 
two days after falling ill 
with flu-like symptoms. 

Lisa Wimbush’s mother, 
Amanda Tovey, lay next to her 
bed through the night and 
raised the alarm when she did 
not wake up the next day at 
the home they shared in Trim- 
pley Drive. 

An inquest at Stourport on 
Wednesday, January 19 heard 
that Lisa, a volunteer at the 
British Heart Foundation shop in 
Kidderminster, died on November 
25 from acute bronchopneumo¬ 
nia. 

A verdict of natural causes was 
recorded. 

Uncle 

Tributes to Lisa flooded in after 
her sudden death, with more than 
100 messages posted on social 
networking site Facebook. 

They were summed up by one 
saying “things like this aren’t 
meant to happen to such nice 
people so young”. 

Lisa’s uncle Steve Jones, aged 
52, formerly of Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, but now of Whaley 
Bridge, Derbyshire, said: “It’s 
very scary that it could have hap¬ 
pened within 48 hours of her 
feeling ill.” 

Mr Jones said that he, his wife 
Lesley, and Lisa’s 49-year-old 
mother all wanted to praise Kid¬ 
derminster police and the 
coroner’s office for the way they 
had dealt with the family. 

“They were efficient but also 
extremely compassionate - we

think they went beyond the call of 
duty and can’t thank them 
enough,” he said. 

Lisa, a former pupil at Wolver- 
ley High School, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, was described by Mr Jones as 
a “very quiet and always polite” 
girl who loved dogs and had 
brought up her border collie, Inca, 
from a puppy. 

“We didn’t realise just how 
many friends she had until the 
funeral - about 200 were there, 
many of which she used to talk to 
every night on Facebook,” he said. 

Christine Jones, manager of 
the British Heart Foundation in 
Kidderminster, said: “Lisa had 


only been volunteering with us for 
four or five weeks — she was a vol¬ 
unteer on a work placement for 
people who are unemployed. 

“She was a lovely girl and she 
looked after the shoes and hand¬ 
bags in the shop. 

“We were devastated and 
shocked when she died.” 

Donations in lieu of flowers at 
her funeral last month raised 
£255 for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation. 

A collection by postal staff at 
Cleobury Mortimer, colleagues of 
Lisa’s father Paul Wimbush, who 
lives in Cleobury, brought in a 
further £100 for the cause.

Parking 
passes 
may yet 
be kept 

PARKING passes set 
to be axed on a Wyre 
Forest car park under 
controversial changes 
should be kept, a 
panel of councillors 
has recommended. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council is considering 
the second phase of its 
proposals to alter 
charges at car parks 
across the district. 

The plans have now 
been discussed by a 
parking review panel 
and recommendations 
put forward. 

They were being con¬ 
sidered by the council 
cabinet as the Chronicle 
went to press. 

The panel wants 
restricted parking passes 
to remain in place at Dog 
Lane, Bewdley, rather 
than be scrapped as is 
presently planned. 

Advance 

The passes allow 
drivers to pay in advance 
to use the car parks and 
can be applied for by 
anyone. 

But they have taken on 
a greater importance for 
residents in Dog Lane 
and Severnside North, 
who do not have parking 
spaces outside their 
homes. 

These people have to 
leave vehicles on car 
parks. 

Residents’ passes pre¬ 
viously available to them 
were controversially 
scrapped last year and 
householders now have 
to use the parking 
passes, even though they 
do not guarantee them a 
space. 

Under present plans 
the permits would only 
stay in use at the nearby 
Gardeners Meadow car 
park. 

But the review panel 
said this would clog those 
spaces with permit 
holders. 

The panel has also rec¬ 
ommended that investi¬ 
gations be made into the 
possibility of another 
organisation taking over 
the day-to-day running of 
the Horsefair car park in 
Kidderminster.

Region worst 
hit as jobless

which was in a cage, was 
seized from Glyptis in the 
Bewdley area in August 
2010. People who trap 
wild birds can be jailed 
for up to six months and 
fined up to £5,000. 

Wildlife Officer Pc 
Julian Ward said: 
“Unfortunately we do 
have goldfinches and 
other wild birds being 
trapped for breeding in 
the Wyre Forest area. 

Smeared 

“Offenders will typi¬ 
cally use a type of glue 
called birdlime, which is 
smeared on branches to 
prevent the birds flying 
away. They will also use 
decoy cages, in which 
there is already a wild 
bird, to attract another 
wild bird, and then breed 
from the pair. 

“Being put into a cage 
is extremely distressing 
for wild birds, which will 
sometimes beat them¬ 
selves to death trying to 
get away. 

“Anyone who sees 
cages in hedgerows, or 
sees a bird which does 
not seem to be able to fly 
off from a branch, is 
asked to contact us.” 

RSPCA spokesman 
Andy Robbins added: 
“We are delighted that 
the police take an active 
interest in wildlife 
crime.” 


Jumbo effort as residents 
increase their recycling

PEOPLE in Wyre Forest are putting in 
a jumbo effort with recycling. 

Last year Stourport’s household 
recycling centre saved 10,117 tonnes - 
the weight of around 50 Boeing 747 
jumbo jets — from going to landfill. 

The percentage of waste now recy¬ 
cled at the Minster Road site has 
soared from 48 per cent in 2005 to 73 
per cent. 

At Kidderminster’s Worcester Road 
centre 6,694 tonnes of waste were 
diverted from landfill last year — the 
weight of 2,507 Mini Cooper cars. 

Its recycling figure has risen from 45 
per cent to 69 per cent. 

Items accepted at Worcestershire’s 
11 centres include small batteries, tex¬ 
tiles, shoes, foil fridges, energy saving 


light bulbs, televisions and tyres. 

Some designated sites, including 
Stourport, are also able to accept 
asbestos. 

The facilities are open seven days a 
week from 8am with Kidderminster 
closing at 5pm and Stourport at 6pm. 

Councillor Anthony Blagg, Worces¬ 
tershire County Council’s cabinet 
member for waste and sustainability, 
was recently named as one of the 
region's Top 50 green leaders by Sus¬ 
tainability West Midlands. 

He said: “We are committed to 
helping residents recycle as much they 
possibly can in Wyre Forest. 

“These figures are very impressive 
but we are aiming to make things even 
better in the future.”

Jemma 
tells of 
anxiety 
struggle 

CELEBRITY make-up 
artist Jemma Kidd has 
spoken for the first 
time about her strug¬ 
gle with panic attacks 
and how she found 
help from a Kidder¬ 
minster businessman. 

The 35-year-old 
revealed how she had 
suffered from crippling 
anxiety throughout 
her 20s until she and 
her sister, model Jodie 
Kidd, came across Kid- 
derminster-based 
Charles Linden, and 
his programme for 
reducing symptoms. 

“The attacks are so 
random and debilitat¬ 
ing that you become 
fearful of the fear that 
they bring,” she said. 

“You start to antici¬ 
pate them. I stopped 
driving on my own, I 
manipulated my life so 
that when I had to go 
somewhere, I had 
someone with me.” 

Kidd came across 
the website of Charles 
Linden, aged 42, a 
former TV producer, 
who suffered from 
chronic anxiety for 
more than seven years 
before developing a 
method of treating it. 

She said she bought 
his book and CD and 
felt better “within 
days”. She has since 
agreed to work with Mr 
Linden at his anxiety 
recovery retreats. 

Mr Linden has 
helped more than 
139,000 sufferers at 
the Linden Centre in 
Church Street. 

He said: “We are 
very excited to have 
Jemma on board 
encouraging other suf¬ 
ferers to start their 
recovery.”

THE new organisation to 
have responsibility for 
local NHS services in the 
Wyre Forest has been 
granted pathfinder 
status by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

The Wyre Forest GP 
Commissioning Consor¬ 
tium (WF GPCC) is part 
of the national pathfind¬ 
ers programme, meaning 
that it will test local 
arrangements before 
their formal introduction 
across England in 2013. 

WF GPCC is one of the 
three new Worcester¬ 
shire-based GP commis¬ 
sioning consortia which 
plan to take over from 
NHS Worcestershire by 
2013. The pathfinders 
will manage their local 
budgets and purchase 
services directly. 

Dr Simon Gates, 
Chairman of the WF 
GPCC Board, said: 
“Locally we believe that 
these will lead to better, 
more responsive services 
for local people.” 


Two robbers drag 
driver from van 


TWO MEN tried to rob a delivery 
driver after dragging him out of 
his van in Kidderminster. 

But he escaped by knocking one of 
the robbers out of the way and driving 
off. Now police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and information after the inci¬ 
dent in Trinity Fields, off the 
Birmingham Road in Kidderminster, 
at about 3.45pm on January 17. 

The store delivery driver, who is in 
his 20s, had pulled over at the side of 
the road when the robbers dragged him 
out of the van and demanded money. 

After being told there was none, one 
of the men then went to check what 
was in the back of the van. 

The delivery man pushed the other 
one out of the way before jumping back 
into the van, which still had the engine 
running, and driving off. He was not 
hurt and nothing was stolen. 


One of the offenders was black, aged 
about 25, six feet tall with stubble on 
his chin. He wore a brown knitted cap 
with a peak, navy coloured waist- 
length raincoat and dark trousers. 

The other was white, around the 
same age and height, and had a thin 
face and thin build. He had very short 
cropped hair which was dark and 
gelled, and bushy eyebrows. He was 
wearing a green camouflage jacket and 
light blue, straight-legged jeans. 

Shaken 

Dc Carron Chesterman said: 
“Although no-one was hurt the driver 
was left shaken up. 

“This happened in broad daylight so 
there is a chance someone may have 
witnessed the incident.”
